1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 20 line 1 delete 
"Claim 19" and replace with —Claim 14-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of 
the prior art of record either alone or in combination discloses the combination in 
the independent claims specifically: 

• Regarding claim 14, the overmold formed of a second thermoplastic 
material that adheres to part of the core and first circuit element. 

• Regarding claim 30, forming the overmold of a second thermoplastic 
material including heating and injecting then coupled to an 
implantable medical device. 

• Regarding claim 49, heating the core prior to injecting the 
thermoplastic. 
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Regarding claim 50, a core element with ridges that are melted during 
the formation of the overmold structure. 

• Regarding claim 5 1 , forming of the overmold includes coupling a 
coupling member of the mold to the core prior to injection. 

• Regarding claim 52, forming of the overmold includes coupling a 
coupling member of the mold to the circuit. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee.

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure.

Tiffany III teaches a method for making circuit in a core and an overmold but no 
coupling member.
